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Mystery as 
wheelie bins 
go missing

WHEELIE bins are vanishing across 
the Ely area - and baffled residents 
believe thieves are to blame. 

Numerous residents have contacted 
Ely News to report that their wheelie 
bins have gone missing from outside 
their homes. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council believes the most likely cause 
is that the bins, which were rolled out 
across the region last autumn, have 
been taken by accident by a neigh¬ 
bour. 

But one resident, whose green 
wheelie bin disappeared more than a 
fortnight ago, believes it has been 
stolen. 

The woman, who lives off St Mary’s 
Street, Ely, said: “I came home to find 
that my bins had been emptied but 
that one had vanished. My black one 
was there but the green one wasn’t. 

“When I called the council to report 
it had gone missing the woman on the 
phone said that they had received 
quite a lot of similar calls recently and 
that they believed some were being

stolen. I think it’s a sorry state of 
affairs when someone has to steal 
someone’s wheelie bin.” 

Another resident, who lives in 
Littleport, said: “The council told me 
that it’s likely my neighbour had 
taken my wheelie bin by mistake. 

“I checked with everyone in my 
street and that wasn’t the case, and I 


still haven’t seen my green bin. 
Obviously it’s not the end of the world 
but I think it was stolen so that some¬ 
one has extra space for their garden 
waste.” 

Dave White, head of waste at the 
district council, said: “We have had 
calls recently from residents who 
have told us their wheelie bins have 
gone missing. 

“In most cases, people have called 
back a day later to tell us not to worry 
as they have either found it or there 
had been a mix up and their neigh¬ 
bour had taken their bin by accident. 

“The best advice we can give is to 
make sure your house number is 
clearly visible on your bin - for exam¬ 
ple some households have stuck big 
coloured numbers onto theirs. 

“We would also recommend that 
you take your bin back onto your 
property as soon as you can after it 
has been emptied.”

A VILLAGE youth centre has 
been given a much-needed 
facelift. 

More than £90,000 has been 
spent on refurbishing 
Stretham Youth Centre’s 
headquarters - a dilapidated 
former Victorian school in the 
village. 

The major renovation was 
made possible thanks to 
funding from Amey Cespa, 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the Stretham 
Charity. 

Janet Parish, who has been 
chairman of the youth centre 
for the past 20 years, said: 
“The difference to the build¬ 
ing is just unbelievable and 
we are so grateful to all the 
funders, volunteers, young 
people and BSVConstruction, 
the local firm who carried out 
the work with real care and 
attention to detail, as well as 
doing some of the finishing 
touches for free when the 
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funds had finally dried up. 

“I went to school there many 
years ago and then became a 
youth worker there when it 
turned into a youth club. The 
building has been falling 
apart for years but now it’s in 
top condition.” 

The charity now plans to 
open up use of the building to 
young people right across 
East Cambridgeshire to meet 
a gap left by the closure of 
many local youth clubs. 

Mrs Parish said: “We are 
now looking to raise funds so 
we can run a wide range of 
youth activities, sports pro¬ 
jects, arts projects and, as the 
building is completely disa¬ 
bility-friendly, we also want 
to attract young people with 
disabilities for whom such 
opportunities are very limit¬ 
ed locally. We hope to treble 


the number of young people 
we support. 

“We’d also like to hire out 
the space for £10 to £15 an 
hour to local groups that want 
to run community activities, 
especially for young people. 

“And as there is good park¬ 
ing nearby, we are already 
getting lots of interest about 
this. 

“By doing this, we hope to 
ensure the building is used 
seven days a week for the ben¬ 
efit of children, young people 
and their families and help to 
cover the costs of running it 
and future maintenance.”

It was in September last year

closing. 

“This development will not 
be happening overnight - 
legal documents need to be 
signed, a developer needs to 
be found and so on. 

“The plan is for the business 
to relocate - hopefully some¬ 
where closer to Ely.”

Croylands to be 
auctioned again 


A FORMER vicarage in Ely 
will be going under the ham¬ 
mer again next week after a 
private sale fell through at 
the last hurdle. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which owns 
Croylands, in Cambridge 
Road, thought it had finally 
found a buyer for the 19th 
century building last month. 

The Grade II listed building 
failed to reach its reserve 
price at a specialist auction in 
London in March, and as a 
result the council invited 
interested parties to enter 
their best offers. 

Four unconditional offers 
were made, alongside two 
offers which were conditional 
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on planning permission 
being granted. 

The council then narrowed 
the offers down to one higher 
offer for a 12,000sq ft care 
home - conditional on plan¬ 
ning permission - and a sec¬ 
ond, lower but unconditional 
offer, for a family home. 

The unconditional offer was 
agreed by cabinet as Roger 
Moore, head of strategic man¬ 
agement at the council, said it 
would be more prudent to 
accept the unconditional 
offer given the former long- 
running planning row over 
McCarthy and Stone’s plans 
to turn the building into 


retirement flats. 

However, that offer then fell 
through as the buyer pulled 
out. 

The building, which was 
most recently used as a day 
care centre, will be going back 
under the hammer at Lambert 
Smith Hampton’s auction on 
Monday, May 19. 

The auction is being held at 
the Millennium Hotel in 
Grosvenor Square, Mayfair, 
and starts at 11am. 

The guide price for 
Croylands is now £500,000 - 
£150,000 lower than the guide 
price the last time it went to 
auction.

Council applies for grant to raise Wash Road 


A ROAD which is often shut 
for months on end due to 
flooding could be raised to 
stop it from closing. 

Bosses at Norfolk County 
Council have applied for a 
£1.1 million Government 
grant to help fund raising the 
height of the A1101 Welney 
Wash Road. 

The road runs through the 
Ouse Washes, which are 


designed to flood when the 
River Delph bursts its banks, 
to prevent flooding further 
downstream. 

As a result, the road 
becomes submerged in 
water, forcing all motorists 
travelling between the 
Upwell and Outwell area and 
the Littleport/Ely area to 
take a detour of up to 30 
miles. 


The news has been 
welcomed by South West 
Norfolk MP Elizabeth Truss, 
who has campaigned for 
improvements to the route. 

She said: “This is extremely 
encouraging. I do not want 
local residents and 
businesses to suffer more 
costly delays and diversions 
caused by the regular closure 
of the causeway.”

A NOTICE of election has 
been issued for the Soham 
South ward of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The by-election follows the 
death of popular district 
councillor John Palmer last 
month. 

Polling will take place on 
Thursday, June 19. 

Former county, district and 
parish councillor Geoffrey 
Woollard, 76, has announced 
he is standing. 

Mr Woollard, of St Andrew’s 
Park, Soham, said: “I am 
standing as an Independent - 
though I was an active 
Conservative until the 1990s 
- because I believe that coun¬ 
cillors whose loyalties are 
only to political parties ought 
to alter their loyalties. 

“I believe that the electors of 
Soham South, Wicken and 
Upware will want another 
councillor whose loyalty is to 
them - and who will take all 
of their opinions into account. 

“As an Independent I will 
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speak up loudly for Soham 
South, Wicken and Upware. If 
elected, I will be answerable 
to the electors. I will never be 
told what to do by party polit¬ 
ical bosses.” 

Also standing is Cllr Daniel 
Divine, who represents 
Littleport on Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Cllr Divine is a UKIP candi¬ 
date, and has both lived and 
studied in Soham. 

He said: “In my time work¬ 
ing there I met many good, 
honest, hard-working people 
in Soham and for that reason 
alone, I am more than happy 
to stand.” 

Cllr Palmer, who lived in 
Pratt Street, Soham, served 
on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council from 1990 to 
2007 and from 2011 to 2014. 

He was a councillor for 
Soham from 1990 to 2003 


when he was elected member 
for Soham North until 2007. 
In 2011, he was elected coun¬ 
cillor for Soham South. He too 
was an Independent. 

The by-election will be the 
second held in East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council so far this year. 

One was held for the Sutton 
ward last month following the 
resignation of Conservative 
Cllr Peter Moakes. 

The seat was won by Liberal 
Democrat Lorna Dupre, who 
won with 523 out of the 1,028 
votes. 

Potential candidates for the 
Soham South ward can now 
collect their official nomina¬ 
tion papers from the district 
council offices in Nutholt 
Lane, Ely, or by visiting either 
www.eastcambs.gov.uk or 
www.electoralcommission.

Blaze on 
business 
park was 
accidental 

THE cause of a major fire 
on a business park in Ely 
has been confirmed as 
accidental. 

An investigation into the 
cause of the blaze at 
timber shed 
manufacturing firm 
Timbergarden, based on 
the Lancaster Way 
Business Park, has 
determined that the cause 
was accidental, by 
electrical. 

Fire crews from across 
Cambridgeshire were 
called to the inferno just 
before 7am last Tuesday. 

The blaze broke out 
inside the firm’s spray 
workshop - a wooden 
building measuring 
approximately 30ft by 30ft. 

However, the fire soon 
spread across the yard 
after ash travelled in the 
wind and landed in a dust 
extractor. 

The spray workshop and 
several vehicles were 
destroyed, although 
nobody was harmed. 

Chris Hipwell, managing 
director of the company, 
which has been based on 
the business park for 
around 20 years and 
employs around 20 staff, 
said the fire service were 
“fantastic”. 

He added: “Obviously I’m 
gutted by what’s happened 
but the main thing is that 
all my staff are safe and 
that nobody was hurt.” 

Brenan Morgan, incident 
commander, said: “Crews 
worked very hard to 
contain the fire between 
the buildings and to not let 
it spread. It really was an 
excellent effort by the 
crews to prevent this fire 
spreading any further.” 


Consultant’s fears 
for abducted girls

A MAN who has just returned from 
Nigeria says he fears for the lives of 
the 200 girls who were abducted 
from their boarding school by the 
terrorist group, Boko Haram. 

Peter Harris, who lives in Ely and is 
an education consultant, says he 
has “never experienced such an 
atmosphere of fear” as he did in the 
country. 

The father-of-three spent a week in 
Nigeria and visited Lagos and the 
country’s administrative capital, 
Abuja, where people have been pro¬ 
testing at inaction by the police and 
the government to find the girls. 

The local newspapers have report¬ 
ed that they have been sold for £8 
each in neighbouring Cameroon 
and Niger as child brides. 

Peter said: “The day after I arrived 
in Abuja I noticed a large number of 
police cars on the airport road. It 
transpired that two musicians had 
been shot just prior to my arrival 
and their car was peppered with 
bullets. 

“Abduction is rife and an armed

guard is a necessity if you travel 
from Lagos airport after dark. 
Another guest at the hotel found a 
washed-up body on the beach. 

“In over 30 years, travelling all 
over the world, I don’t think I have 
ever experienced such an atmos¬ 


phere of fear - it is not a country for 
the faint hearted.” 

Peter said: “The name Boko Haram 
roughly translates as ‘no education 
for girls’ and wishes to rid the coun¬ 
try of Western influence and is kill¬ 
ing both Christians and Muslims. 

“Following the abductions and the 
bombings in Abuja, all the state 
schools and educational institu¬ 
tions have been closed so none of 
the pupils will be able to take their 
external exams. 

“I visited one of the top schools in 
Abuja to talk to 250 students, intel¬ 
ligent young people with ambition, 
but who fear their country is sinking 
into lawlessness. 

“The school buildings were sur¬ 
rounded by steel fencing topped 
with barbed wire and patrolled by 
security guards. 

“In trouble-torn countries parents 
might aspire to a British education 
for their children but only a few can 
afford it. 

“I fear for those in country’s like 
Nigeria who are not the fortunate 
few and hope and pray for their 
future.” 


Have your say on turbines plan at meeting 


RESIDENTS can speak up over 
plans to build a mini wind farm on 
the outskirts of Haddenham at a 
public meeting tomorrow night. 

The Stop Berry Wind Farm 
campaign is holding another 
meeting at the Arkenstall Centre 
in Haddenham’s Station Road. 

Bosses at wind farm developer 
REG Windpower have recently 
scaled back their proposals for 
Berry Fen - land between 
Haddenham and Aldreth. 

Instead of building four wind 
turbines, they now want three - 


and they are also proposing to 
reduce the height of the turbines 
from 130m to 125m instead. 

The announcement came just 
weeks after the firm was given 
planning permission to erect a 
61.5m anemometer on the land. 

The device, which will be 
supported by ‘guy wires’, will be 
used by REG to gather data on 
wind speed before the firm 
submits its plans for the turbines. 

The firm says the new turbines 
could provide enough renewable 
energy to power 4,500 homes and, 


if the proposals are approved, a 
community fund worth over 
£30,000 a year will be created to 
support local good causes. 

But protestors, who have formed 
the campaign group, say the 
turbines will “destroy the 
tranquility” of the area, “wreak 
havoc” on local wildlife and effect 
property prices. 

Despite the alterations to the 
proposals, the campaigners are 
still worried and will be discussing 
their concerns at the meeting, 
which starts at 7.30pm.

Farming man John Green MBE dies, aged 85 


ONE of the men behind one of the 
Ely area’s largest agricultural firms 
has died. 

John Green MBE died on May 4, 
aged 85. 

Born in London into a family of 
architects, John and his family 
moved to Burnham Overy in North 
Norfolk in 1939. 

He left school early, and after 
working on a farm in Shropshire, 
and gaining a Nuffield Farming 
Scholarship in 1949, John moved to 
AH Worth farming company in 
Lincolnshire. 

In 1964 he married Margaret Dixon 
(nee Pryor) and gained two much¬ 
loved stepsons. 

In 1966 the family moved to Ely, 
where John and his brother, 

Andrew, formed a farming 
partnership, Greens of Soham. 

Greens still flourishes and the 
business now incorporates 


substantial farming operations in 
Central Europe. 

In 1995 he and Margaret moved to 
the Helford River in Cornwall and the 
woods and gardens of Calamansac. 

He had visited Calamansac as a 
child and then, after marrying 
Margaret, every summer was spent 
holidaying on the river. 

Inspired by his own experiences as 
a child and their unique location on 
the shores of the Helford, he 
established the Helford River 
Children’s Sailing Trust, a charitable 
trust for local primary school 
children to learn to sail single- 
handedly and enjoy the resulting 
freedom and confidence. 

For this, he was made MBE and his 
extraordinary enthusiasm and 
energy was an inspiration to many. 

John is survived by Margaret, four 
children, 14 grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild.

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Another solar 
farm planned 
for the district 


ANOTHER solar farm 
could be on its way to the 
Ely area. 

Cheshire-based company, 
Green Energy UK, wants to 
erect solar panels on land 
north of Lode Way, 
Haddenham. 

The firm has submitted a 
screening opinion on the 
development to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, although details 
about the size of the pro¬ 
posed facilities or how 
many solar panels they 
want to erect have not been 
disclosed. 

The screening opinion 
will see planners telling the 
developers what support¬ 
ing evidence they want if 
and when a formal plan¬ 
ning application is submit¬ 
ted, such as environmen¬ 
tal/archaeological surveys 
or the extent of local con-

sultation required. 

It comes just weeks after 
the district council received 
another screening opinion 
for a new 81-acre solar farm 
to be built in Stretham. 

Less than 18 months after 
they secured planning per¬ 
mission to build an 80-acre 
solar farm on land west of 
Cross Drove, which is part 
of their 2,058-acre estate, 
bosses at F.C Palmer and 
Sons, based at Stowbridge 
Farm, in Green End, now 
want to erect a similar 
number of solar panels on a 
parcel of land to the south 
of the village centre. 

In a statement to the 
council, the applicants said 
the solar farm would pro¬ 
duce 20 megawatts of ener¬ 
gy - enough to power more 


than 5,000 homes. 

A decision on their screen¬ 
ing opinion is yet to be 
made. 

Their application also 
came just weeks after plans 
to erect 1,000 solar panels 
at Frog’s Abbey in nearby 
Coveney were approved. 

Labour’s prospective par¬ 
liamentary candidate for 
South East Cambridgeshire, 
Huw Jones, has raised con¬ 
cerns about the increasing 
number of solar farms 
being built in the Ely area. 

He insists solar farms 
would be better suited to 
“less productive marginal” 
land rather than “prime 
agricultural” land. 

The final decision on both 
screening opinions lies 
with the council.

£240,000 new fire engine for Soham crews 


SOHAM’S firefighters are now 
helping to save lives in a state-of- 
the-art new fire engine. 

The town’s fire station is one of 
nine in Cambridgeshire which has 
received a new appliance, called a 
light rescue pump. 

The pumps, which cost 


approximately £240,000 each, look 
similar to traditional fire engines, 
carrying 1,800 litres of water and a 
variety of ladders. 

However, they also hold additional 
equipment that provides an 
enhanced rescue capability for road 
traffic collisions, and will enable an 


improved service to rural 
communities. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service says the new engine has 
replaced the station’s main engine 
and that its second engine will 
remain.

MPs meet 
to discuss 
bypass

MPs Sir Jim Paice and Steve 
Barclay met with the chief execu¬ 
tive of English Heritage this week 
to discuss the future of Ely's 
Southern Bypass. 

The meeting with the organisa¬ 
tion’s chief executive, Dr Simon 
Thurley, was held on Monday. 

A decision on the £30 million 
bypass plans, which have been in 
the pipeline for more than a dec¬ 
ade, moved a major step forward 
in February when they were 
approved by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee. 

A final decision on the proposals 
was due to be made by 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
in March, but that has now been 
put back as a result of objections 
lodged by English Heritage. 

The organisation is concerned 
about the impact the new road 
will have on views of Ely 
Cathedral, and the surrounding 
countryside, and insists that low¬ 
ering and widening the existing 
underpass is the best solution. 

Speaking after the meeting, Sir 
lim, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “I strongly 
disagree with English Heritage 
about the impact on the view of 
the cathedral. But what really 
matters now is that the county

council ensure they consider the 
heritage aspect before, I hope, 
deciding to give planning con¬ 
sent.” 

Sir lim is one of four people who 
have recently written to Eric 
Pickles calling for him to have the 
final say on the plans. He, Cllr 
lames Palmer, leader of the dis¬ 
trict council, the Very Revd Mark 
Bonney, the Dean of Ely, and Paul 
Day, the managing director of 
Turners of Soham, have joined 
forces to write the letter. 

Mr Pickles, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, has the power to 
make a decision on any planning 
application.

Inquest into 
death of 
popular 
Maxine, 37 

AN inquest has been opened 
into the death of a popular 
mum-of-two killed in a road 
accident. 

Maxine Freeman, 37, was 
driving a blue Citroen Xsara 
when it was involved in a 
collision with a lorry in Queen 
Adelaide Way, Ely. 

The crash happened at 
around 10.45am on Saturday, 
May 3. 

Mrs Freeman, who lived with 
her husband, Ian, and two 
children, Daisy, 4, and Joshua, 
2, in Guntons Close, Soham, 
died at the scene. 

An inquest into her death 
was opened by assistant 
coroner, Belinda Cheney, on 
Thursday. 

The cause of death was 
provisionally given as multiple 
injuries and the inquest was 
adjourned pending further 
enquiries. 

Mrs Freeman’s death has 
left her family and friends 
devastated and when paying 
tribute to her, they described 
her as “everybody’s star”. 

The driver of the lorry, a 
32-year-old man, also from 
Soham, was not hurt in the 
collision. 

Anyone who witnessed the 
collision, or saw either of the 
vehicles prior to the crash, 
should call police on 101.

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New cancer unit opens its 
doors at village surgery

CANCER patients in the Ely area now 
have less distance to travel for their 
treatment. 

A new oncology suite has opened at 
St George’s Medical Centre in 
Littleport.

Scam takes a new twist 


FRAUDSTERS posing as police 
officers are now conning people 
out of valuables such as jewellery. 

Police are continuing to warn 
people in the Ely area not to fall 
foul of the scam which has recently 
changed. 

In the scam, the victim is called 
by someone claiming to be a police 
officer and told: 

■ A criminal has been arrested 
with a substantial sum of money on 
them and a list of names and 
addresses, including yours, or

■ A criminal has been attempting 
to buy goods with a cloned credit 
card in your name, or 

■ Your bank is under investiga¬ 
tion for putting fraudulent bank 
notes into your bank account. 

In the new development, the 
criminal claims the victim is at risk 
of being burgled and asks for 
details about high-value items. 

They then advise the victim to 


call their bank using a number on 
the back of their bank card. The 
victim hangs up but the caller does 
not and the call is not terminated. 

As a result and without realising 
it, the victim starts talking to the 
fraudster again, thinking they have 
called their bank. Following a con¬ 
versation, the offender says he will 
arrange a courier to collect the 
items. 

Since May 2 there have been four 
attempts and two successful scams 
in Cambridgeshire. 


Detective Sergeant Emma 
Compson said: “We are working 
closely with other police forces, 
banks, post offices and other agen¬ 
cies to raise awareness of the scam 
and remind people to be suspi¬ 
cious. 

“You should never give any bank 
cards or valuables to anyone at 
your door, even if they say they are 
from your bank or the police.”

Spotlight on SOHflM 



A thriving town with much 


SOHAM is a small market town 
in the south east corner of 
Cambridgeshire, adjoining 
Suffolk and just a few miles 
away from both Ely and 
Newmarket. 

With evidence of a settlement 
dating back to the Stone Age, 
Soham’s documented history 
begins in 630 AD, when St Felix, 
dubbed The Apostle of the East 
Angles, founded an Abbey in 
what is now Soham, reportedly 
then destroyed during Viking 
raids in East Anglia in 870 AD. 

Fast-forward to the Domesday 
Book in 1086, and Soham is 
described as “Land of the King” 
among William the 
Conqueror’s most important 
holdings in Cambridgeshire. 
Flourishing as a trade centre, 
and inland port, in the 1400s, 
the town was known as a 
Royalist stronghold during 
Oliver Cromwell’s time in 
around 1650. 

Other noteable points in 
Soham’s timeline include the 
arrival of the railway in the 
town in 1879, the opening of 
the waterworks, bringing piped 
water to the town in 1923, and 
the establishment of Soham 
Village College, one of the first 
of its kind, in 1958. 

Today, Soham has a popula¬ 
tion of around 11,000. It has two 
primary schools as well as the 
still-thriving Village College. It 
is a successful centre for farm¬ 
ing, as well as an urban com¬ 
munity with modern services 
and amenities. It holds a carni¬ 
val each May and the famous 
Soham Pumpkin Fair every 
September.

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and one, Nicky admits, she 
was lucky to come out of 
alive. “I just wanted to die, 
and was doing quite a good 
job in doing so,” she says. “I 
didn’t know how to 
communicate what I was 
feeling, and felt so ashamed 
of who I was.” 

Although she didn’t know it 
at the time, Nicky was 
suffering from bi-polar 
affective disorder, and 
experiencing one of the 
extreme episodes of 
depression which 
characterise the condition. “I 
felt so helpless and weak,” 
Nicky remembers. “I just 
didn’t know what to do. I 
really was unbearable to be 
around.” 

These days, it’s hard to 
imagine Nicky plumbing 
such depths of despair; 
honest, vivacious and warm, 
an appetite for life exudes 
from her every pore, and 
she’s great company. 

But her eyes shine brightest 
when she talks passionately 
about her new creativity and 
wellbeing website, ArtiPeeps. 
“I’m very proud of it,” she 
smiles. “It’s very exciting.” 

An online hub which is 
quickly growing a dedicated 
following of fellow “creative 
souls”, Nicky and her team 
provide unique opportunities 
for emerging artists and 
writers: be it through 
collaborations, exhibitions, 
publications or installations, 
it’s all about getting people to 
realise their creative 
potential. 

ArtiPeeps started out as a 
women’s creativity group 
back in 2012. Nicky and her 
friends would meet once a 
month to paint, write poetry 
and generally have a bit of a 
giggle, but in the years since 
it has snowballed. “It was a 
really scary thing for me to 
set it up because I hadn’t 
been well for a long time, but 
I wanted to find my 
purpose,” Nicky explains. “I 
created the website and 
thought only the members of 
my group could see, but in 
fact it was public and I was 
having people from all over 
the world visiting the site. I 
thought ‘There must be 
something in this, because 
obviously people are liking 
what I am providing.’ 

“It’s a real synthesis of my 
past experience and my 
passion and belief in 
creativity,” she adds. 

It’s given Nicky a whole new 
lease of life, and, as well as 
her creativity, the artist has 
found her health and 
wellbeing has flourished too. 
She hopes by sharing her 
story, others will see that, 
even during their darkest 
moments, there is always 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
“I want to be as open and 
honest about my bi-polar as 
possible, because I have 
come to be able to manage it. 
That’s not to say I won’t get ill 
or I don’t find life difficult, 
because I do,” explains Nicky. 
Born and raised in 
Cambridge, as a child Nicky 
never quite felt like she 
belonged. Painfully shy, she 
would often shut herself 
away from the rest of the 
world, preferring to spend 
time lost in her own 
imagination rather than 
playing with her friends. 

With hindsight, Nicky 
believes she was suffering 
from a mood disorder even 


then. “I had my first 
depression when I was about 
9 years old, but didn’t have 
any treatment and wasn’t 
seen by anyone for years and 
years,” she explains. 

The highs and lows 
continued into adulthood, 
and although Nicky tried her 
best to carry on regardless - 
studying for a degree in 
English Literature at ARU 
and working as a script editor 
for BBC Wales - every so 
often things would come to 
head. “At the time I was 
living with my mother and I 
basically just spurned her,” 
Nicky remembers. “I couldn’t 
look people in the eye and 
wouldn’t speak.” 

Feeling lost, scared and 
alone, Nicky decided it was 
time she sought help, and in 
2004 she plucked up the 
courage to go to the doctor. 
They initially told her she 
was suffering from 
depression. “I will always 
remember it: the doctor said 
‘You are suffering from 
depression’ and I remember 
saying ‘I do have depression 
then? It isn’t just me?’ 

“It was like what I was 
feeling was all my fault and 
when she said ‘You have 
depression, you are ill, you 
have something wrong with 
you’ it really did help.” 

Doctors put Nicky on anti¬ 
depressants, but when that 
didn’t work, she was referred 
to a psychiatrist at 
Addenbrooke’s and 
eventually diagnosed with 
bi-polar. Rather than a shock, 
it was, she concedes, “a 
revelation”. “It was like one of 
those light bulb moments,” 
she smiles. “Suddenly it was 
like ‘That’s why I have been 
so up and down, that’s where 
all my behaviour comes 
from.’ 

“It was a fantastic moment 
and a huge relief because I 
knew who I was and could do 
something about it. I’d 
become my illness and that 
diagnosis, however difficult 
it was with the implications 
attached to it, made me feel 
less helpless.” 

Previously known as manic 
depression, bi-polar is a 
mood disorder which 
manifests itself in episodes of 
extreme depression and 
mania, and is much more 
common than you might 
imagine, with NHS figures 
revealing one in every 
hundred people in the UK is 
bi-polar. 

“I could be perfectly OK but 
then it escalates very quickly 
and can take me about a year 
to recover,” explains Nicky, 
describing life living with the 
condition. “I have the kind of 
bi-polar where I don’t get 
manias; I have hypermanias, 
which are usually followed 
by episodes of extreme 
depression. 

“It taps into your 
individuality in a very 
particular way and it strikes 
people in a very individual 
way too, so you can’t really 
pigeonhole the symptoms. 
People want to pigeonhole 
you and say bi-polar is like 
this or it’s like that, but it 
isn’t.” 

She adds: “When people 
meet me and I am well, they 
will often say ‘We’d never 
guess you have bi-polar, 
you’re so perky and so 
happy.’ I guess that’s because 
it is quite a hidden condition 
in a lot of ways.” 


Following her diagnosis, 
Nicky started Cognitive 
Behavioural Therapy (CBT), 
and credits it with getting 
her back on track. “Initially it 
was about addressing your 
behaviour and associating it 
with your emotions. So one 
of the behaviours I had was I 
wouldn’t go into the shops, 
so we looked at rating the 
panic when confronted with 
that situation - so I might 
feel 80 per cent anxious and 
20 per cent ok,” Nicky 
explains. 

“Eventually it starts to work 
and the cages you’ve 
wrapped around yourself 
start to loosen. A bit more 
light comes through and the 
percentage comes down as 
you start to question why 
you’re feeling like you are.” 

Nicky also meditates, writes 
a journal and tries to lead as 
healthy a life as possible, all 
of which, she says, helps her 
to manage the condition. “I 
will probably get ill again, 
but I now have the ability to 
address my symptoms every 
single day. It takes a lot of 
work and effort, and is very 
tiring to be watching out for 
all these things, but it’s 
worth it. 

“You can get so frightened 
about what life is all about 
and your ability, but I’ve 
realised now that I want to 
live, even though sometimes 
I think I want to die - it’s 
quite a peculiar place to be.” 

Nicky has managed to find 
her silver lining, but for 
others who find themselves 
spiralling into depression, 
what would her advice be? 
“Persevere and keep going, 
even when you’re feeling 
really low,” Nicky says. “You 
have to hold on to the 
knowledge that it does 
change and it does pass. 

“You have a choice in life 
and depression makes you 
think you don’t. 

“You can choose to take 
your illness head on, to do 
something about it, grow 
with it, and know you can’t 
fix it, but you can live with 
it.”

MARK Grist is ridiculously inventive. 

A former Peterborough teacher turned poet and ethically 
sound rapper (you won't find him spouting anything 
homophobic, misogynistic or racist), Grist has a serious knack 
for wordplay. Oh, and he ticks all the boxes for charisma, 
enthusiasm and lyrical speed. 

First breaking out in 2012 after teaching teenage grime artist 
MC Blizzard a thing or two in a rap battle that went viral (it's 
clocked more than 4 million YouTube views) he spends his time 
challenging the stereotypes of poetry and hip-hop, visiting 
poets' graves and is now bringing his latest show, Rogue 
Teacher, to Cambridge Junction. 

The show, which got rave reviews at the 2013 Edinburgh 
Festival, revolves around Grist's life, going from loving so 
much about being an English teacher, to becoming increasingly 
frustrated with Government policy and the red-taped 
bureaucracy being lashed across classrooms. 

"Eventually, after a lot of telling young people to follow their 
hearts and use their skills and do everything they ever wanted 
to do with their lives, I decided I should do the same," explains 
Grist, who initially left his teaching post for a year. "The show 
is this story of leaving the classroom, realising it was actually 
quite a safe environment and going out into the wide world to 
try to exist as a poet, facing the kind of gruelling poverty and 
bizarre series of hoops you have to jump through in order to 
make a living as an artist." 

He really did go from teaching GCSE English to rap battling 
on YouTube. "I accidentally became kind of pseudo-famous," 
Inlays in bemusement. That Blizzard rap, which saw him slam 
the V-year-old with lines like "don't start clicking, I know this 
might look like some kind of extreme babysitting" and "you'd 
still give'vourself a hernia trying to assemble flatpack furniture" 
while wearing a suit, mind, transformed everything. 

"All of a sudden people know me as a rap battler instead of 
as a poet," says Grist. "No one's really that interested in my 
poetry as such, 'Burf; people are stopping me in the street and 
asking me to insult them." 

Rogue Teacher gravies with how that sits with him being a 
teacher and "whether that contradicts some of the values you 
originally had." 

Grist explains that he warits to inspire people and make them 
realise "we don't really need to do anything that we don't want 
to do; it's quite possible to create our own jobs". 

Starring in a new Channel 4 documentary series with the 
fantastic Mr Drew from Educating Essex has definitely given 
him a challenging element to teaching again. Mr Drew's School 
for Boys takes 11 of the most excluded boys in the country 
and aims to show that no young person should be given up 
on, and that there are always ways to break the cycle of poor 
behaviour. 

"It's really challenging, but it's really exciting as well and it's 
probably one of the toughest things I've ever done in my life," 
explains Grist. "Hopefully it will make people realise these 
families aren't alone, there's lots of behaviour that's stopping 
children from fully engaging and I think some young people 
just get written off and we think that can't be resolved. I hope 
we show there are ways we can fix aspects of this behaviour."

IT’S basically a Jacobean version of Game of 
Thrones . First published in 1633, ’Tis Pity She’s 
a Whore was immediately and raucously slated 
for its bloody, incestuous and corrupt themes. 

While the critics have mellowed towards 
John Ford's seminal play over the intervening 
centuries (yes, it's definitely taken a while), 
and learnt to appreciate it, even today it still 
has elements that will make your stomach 
writhe and your hands leap to your eyes. 

A tragedy of outlawed lovers - brother 
and sister Giovanni and Annabella - patched 
together with murder, deceit and total 
destruction, the Cheek by Jowl Theatre 
Company is restaging their 2012 production 
for a regional tour. 

Devised by Declan Donnellan and Nick 
Ormerod, the doomed siblings trudge towards 
hell in more modern trappings than their 
original counterparts (expect rap music and 
the odd leather-clad stripper), but are just as 
reckless with their choices. 

The Guardian explains the crux of the 
show's enduring fascination: "The greatness 
of Ford's play lies in the fact that it neither 
exculpates nor condemns its amorous siblings: 
it simply presents their passion as something 
inescapably doomed in a hypocritically 
religious world."

THE TWO FACES OF JANUARY 
(I2A, 96 mins) 

LIKE Agatha Christie before her, 
Patricia Highsmith repeatedly 
challenged the moral compass of her 
readers with disturbing psychological 
thrillers that nudged her characters to 
the brink of madness. 

In her debut novel, Strangers On 
A Train, she conceived a seemingly 
perfect murder for every disgruntled 
husband, which Hitchcock brilliantly 
adapted for the big screen. 

Almost 50 years later, Anthony 
Minghella tapped into the disturbing 
sexual undercurrents of her 1955 
novel The Talented Mr Ripley for 
a hauntingly seductively jaunt 
through Italy that netted five Oscar 
nominations. 

The Two Faces Of January was 
published almost a decade after 
Highsmith unleashed her iconic con 
artist, Tom Ripley, and once again, 
she indulges in obsession-fuelled 
skulduggery albeit against a vivid 
backdrop of sun-baked 1960s Athens. 

Hossein Amini's slow-burning film 
version conceals its Machiavellian 
machinations behind an elegant facade 
of impeccable period costumes and 
picturesque cinematography. 

Yet, while this assured directorial 
debut is sweeping in scope, the focus 
of Amini's lean script is the characters' 
strained relationships and notably the 
frayed bonds of trust between two 
men, who must rely on each other to 
escape a hairy predicament of their 



own making. 

The film opens at the Acropolis 
where American businessman Chester 
MacFarland (Viggo Mortensen) and 
younger wife Colette (Kirsten Dunst) 
cut elegant figures on the steps of the 
citadel. 

Greek-speaking guide Rydal (Oscar 
Isaac), who scams unsuspecting 
tourists out of hard-earned drachmas, 
is drawn to the glamorous couple and 
he gladly accepts their invitation to 
dinner. 

At the end of the night, as he makes 
his way home, Rydal discovers Colette 
has mislaid a possession on the back 
seat of the taxi so he asks the driver 
to make a detour to the MacFarlands' 
exclusive hotel. 

Unexpectedly, Rydal walks in 
on Chester moving the seemingly 
unconscious body of a man (David 
Warshofsky) into another room. 

The businessman explains that he 
was protecting his wife. 

Blinded by his infatuation with 


Colette, Rydal pledges his help and 
suggests a means to obtain fake 
passports and escape the country. 

As the trio heads for the coast, the 
police give chase. 

11 We're joined at the hip," Chester 
assures Rydal. "I get caught, I take 
you down. You get caught, you turn 
me in." 

Shot on location in Greece and 
Turkey, The Two Faces Of January nods 
appreciatively to both Highsmith and 
Hitchcock, ratcheting up tension as the 
two men trade verbal blows in order to 
secure Colette's divided affections. 

Mortensen and Isaac relish these 
fractious exchanges, creating a twisted 
father-son dynamic with Oedipal 
yearnings for Dunst's third wheel. 

Her role feels slightly undernourished 
but she's pivotal to the on-screen 
chicanery and the film's centrepiece 
sequence in subterranean gloom. 

Because it's under the comforting 
cloak of darkness that men's ugly, true 
natures are revealed.

Revenge is sweet 
in Smith’s triumph

NATHAN Smith gained revenge in his 
rematch with Luke Westray and picked up 
the first win of his career to boot at 
Haddenham & Ely’s final show of the season. 

Smith lost to his opponent from Bury St 
Edmunds’ Eastgate club on his debut in their 
previous clash at the same Ely College venue 
earlier this season. 

But, cheered on by a home crowd, he came 
through this time on a majority decision in an 
extremely close-fought encounter. 

Smith had a slight height advantage over 
Westray, who maintained a steely glare which 
belied his tiny frame, but found most success 
in the opening round going for body shots. 

There was little space for either boxer to work 
in, but the pace dropped in the second period 
as they slogged it out before Smith got the nod 
in the end, to his obvious delight. 

Jay Moore suffered a split verdict defeat on 
his debut against Chalvedon fighter Sonny 
Elardy. 

But it was an encouraging performance from 
the first-timer, who is following in the 
footsteps of his uncles Steve and Perry by 
boxing for Haddenham. 

He certainly looked the part with spangly 
Union Jack shorts, featuring a pair of golden 
gloves, and glittery silver boots. 

And there was little to choose between the 
pair, although Hardy made the more 
aggressive start to each round, which may 
have been what it came down to on the 
scorecards. 

Callum Gibson was on the wrong end of a 
split decision in his clash with Essex University 
hitter Charlie Shave. 

There was plenty of eyeball between the duo 
while the referee was issuing instructions and 
they took it into the ring with Gibson prowling 
around looking for the right time to come in. 

But Shave proved a useful counter-puncher 
and was able to pick Gibson off at times when 
he made a move. 


Callum Francis went down on a unanimous 
verdict to Southend’s Amir Ishfaq in a fierce 
toe-to-toe battle. 

Ishfaq already appeared to be a livewire 
from the way he was bouncing around in the 
ring while Francis was still having his photo 
taken with the club’s schoolboy boxer-of-the- 
year award he had just received. 

And it proved to be the case as both went at it 
hammer and tongs, putting some power 
behind their blows. 

Francis had most joy with the left hook, but 


Ishfaq was relentless in his energy and work 
rate. 

He dragged the home boxer into the kind of 
fight he wanted, getting through several times 
in the last round when Francis dropped his 
guard. 

Cambridge’s Max Durning lost on a split 
decision to Chalvedon boxer Tony Cooper. 

Meanwhile, Liam Goodjohn and Riley Smith 
picked up the club’s senior and junior club 
awards respectively after treating the crowd to 
a sparring session during the interval.
